Ox Board the Flag Sun* New York, 
Off Matanzas, April 28. — The New 
York, the Puritan and the Cincinnati 
Bombarded the forts at the mouth of 
>1 a tanzas harbor Wednesday after- 
noon. There were no casualties on 
our side, but it is believed that the hail 
of iron which' pounded in the forts 
must have caused loss of life to the 
Spaniards, though nothing- is known 
definitely. 

The engagement commenced at 12:57 
and ceased at 1:15. The object of the 
attack was to prevent the -completion 
of the earthworks at l'unta Gorda. A 
battery on the eastward arm of the 
bay opened fire on the flagship and 
this was also shelled. About 12 8-inch 
shells were fired from the eastern forts 
but all fell short. About five or six 
light shells were fired from the half 
completed battery. Two of these 
whizzed over the New York and 
one fell short. The ships left 
the bay for the open sea, 
the object of discovering the 
whereabouts of the batteries having 
been accomplished. In the neighbor- 
hood of three hundred shots were put 
on land from the three ships at a 
range of from four thousand to seven 
thousand yards. Rr. Adm. Sampson, 
when asked if he was satisfied with the 
result, said: 

“Yes, I am. 1 expected to be.*’ 

The half completed Spanish earth- 
works and battery were apparently all 
plowed up by the shells. 

All the ships engaged showed exeel- 
.lent marksmanship throughout the en- 
gagement. and when thej* were firing 
ut the shortest range nearlv every 
shell took effect. The forts which were 
bombarded were on a low-lying point 
and were considered merely earth- 
works. 

They did not make a good target, 
yet when the big guns were fired at 
the shortest range portions of the fort 
could be seen flying in the air at every 
shot. 

The flagship returned to Havana and 
the Puritan and Cincinnati were left 
on M atari zas station. 

While the New York. Puritan and 
Cincinnati were reconnoitering in 
force for the purpose of locating and 
destroying the formidable defenses be- 
ing constructed, the flagship was fired 
on by the batteries on Point Rubai 
Cava and Point Maya, guarding the 
entrance to the harbor. The New 
Y’ork instantly replied. 

The Puritan steamed in behind the 
New York and engage-! the fortifica- 
tion on Point Maya, while the New 
York went to starboard close up 
to the land and poured her 
shells into Rubai Cava. The Cincin- 
nati, which had remained well astern, 
under orders, signaled for permission 
to engage and received it. and soou 
was tiring her guns at the fort on the 
west side of the bay. It took the three 
ships just 18 minutes to silence the 
batteries. 

Immediately the fort at Matanzas 
opened tire, the Puritan returned the 
fire from an eight-inch gun. The first 
shot missed. The second shot struck the 
fort on the eastern end and crumbled 
five tons of solid masonry. Fort Mor- 
ello answered with Krupp guns. The 
other forts about the harbor joined in 
the tiring. By this time the New York 
Wfis in range. She opened fire about 
three miles away, but came ho closer. 
The shells from the small gunboat hit 
the Puritan, but the projectiles were 
not heavy enough to do damage. The 
Puritan fired from both turrets at once, 
and the gunboat sunk. 

The American ships soon had the 
range of the forts and nearly every 
shot told. The war ships steamed 
6lowly away, so as not to give the forts 
a stationary target. It is believed 
Abcrc was loss of life.

- -The Land Batteries Silenced. 



The bombardment was at about 1,2(0 
I yards. The ships could have thrown 
mroe metal, but the captains pre- 
ferred to be leisurely about it. The 
Spanish marksmanship was wretch- 
ed. The Puritan's enormous turret 
guns did awful damage. The pro- 
jectiles were visible in their flight. 
When hit the masonry of the fort 
crumbled to powder. Sand batteries 
went up in clouds when struck. Only 
a few shells struck the town and those 
accidentally. The New York and 
Puritan avoided shooting at anything 
but srovernment property. 

About 1 o'clock a gun on the western 
side of the fort that had been best 
served was dismounted by a discharge 
from the New York. All of the gun’s 
crew must have been killed. Many 
Spaniards must have been killed. Not 
one American was injured. By night 
the forts were silenced but did not sur- 
render. 

The Spaniards used explosive shells 
and some of the shrapnell fell on the 
New York. 

The peace of the blockade has been 
broken. Blood has been spilled. It 
was Spanish blood and the red fluid at- 
tested that the Dons reailv mean to 
defend their title to Cuba. Matanzas, 
the scene of much of the ghastly suf- 
fering imposed by Weyler, saw the first 
engagement. Hundreds of starvingre- 
eoncentradoes. deprived now by Blancoi 
of supplies contributed by Americans, 
heard the big guns of L'nele Sam's 
ships thunder forth a salute to liberty. 
At the sound they hastened to the 
heights near the city of Matanzas, and 
from that point of vantage watched 
the duel between the war ships and 
the shore batteries. 

For some time the New York used 
only her smaller guns. But pretty 
soon the heavy boom of her big gun 
amidships reverberated among the 
hills. After the firing had continued 
for some lb minutes the Puritan was 
signalled to get into the game. She 
took a position on the port side of 
the New. York and about a mile and a 
half from the east shore bat- 
teries. There she promptly- drew the 
attention of the first two batteries on 
the west shore. At the first the Puri- 
tan used only her secondary battery to 
get the range of the batteries, which 
were almost invisible, their locality 
being indicated, however, by the 
smoke. By this time the firing was 
quite rapid from both the New York 
and Puritan. 

The flag ship lay so that she presented 
a broadside to both shores, and she 
used her guns after a few range-find- 
ing shots with excellent results. The 
accuracy of her gunners was contin- 
ually attested by clouds of sand and wa- 
ter which flew around the shore batter- 
ies. The Spaniards replied steadily, 
but with no effect. Meanwhile the 
Cincinnati was impatient to take a 
hand. Finally Capt. Chester received 
permission to bring his ship in to ac- 
tion. He adroitly ehose a position less 
than 2,000 yards from the west shore 
batteries, and it soon developed that, 
while exposed fully to his fire, they 
could not train their guns on the 
cruiser. 

Until the end of the engagement the 
Cincinnati maintained an effective fire 
on the Point Maya, or east shore bat- 
teries. This combined and destructive 
fire soon gave the men on shore 
enough. 

In less than 20 minutes from the 
time they opened fire on the New 
York their fire had been silenced. 
The result of the engagement 
created the greatest enthusiasm among 
officers and men and increased, if that 
is possible, the desire to take a c’-ack 
at Morro Castle. Within ten minutes 
after the engagement had ended a spe- 
cial dispatch boat was alongside the 
New York. Congratulations were ex- 
tended to Adm. Sampson, who returned 
his compliments. He requested the 
vessel to carry the official dispatches 
reporting the battle to Key West. 

All told the United States ships fired 
SO shots at the forts. This is bv 
aetual count from our dispatch boat. 
The forts fired probably 25 shots. The 
bombardment developed that the 
largest pieces mounted by the Spanish 
at Matanzas are eight-inch guns, 
and the best opinion is that there are 
not more than five or six guns there. 
But far more- important than the de- 
struction of the Matanzas batteries is 
the conclusion about the future which 
may be drawn from the bombardment. 

The conclusion is that Havana is ab- 
solutely at the mercy of the United 
Mates fleet whenever we choose to 
open tire. Adm. Sampson Wednes- 
day, with guns which amount to 
less than one-tenth of his fighting 
force, silenced what was practically 
three batteries in 20 minutes. He 
steamed right in on them as close as 
he could get, and not one of our ships 
was touched. What is to be said of a 
'runner that can not hit a mark as 
bg as the New York at 2.000 
or 3.000 yards? The incident has great- 
ly encouraged the naval officers and 
they believe that when they bombard 
Havana they will destroy all the de- 
fense in about one hour. 

Washington, April 28.— So far as 
could be learned the officials of the 
administration were not notified of 
the bombardment of Matanzas Wed- 
nesday morning. The nary depart- 
ment keeps a full fledged telegraph 
oftice open in the building all night 
and a confidential officer remains at the 
department all night to translate the 
messages as received. There was con- 
siderable business done over the wires 
till early morning hours, but none of 
the dispatches were sent either to the 
white house or to the secretary of the 
navy.

By the President in Regard to the Tak- 
ing of Prize Vessels. 



Secretary Sherman Finally Retired and Hia 
Successor Confirmed in the Person 
of Judge Day— Reorganization 
of the Army lieguu. 



Washington, April 27. — Great Brit- 
ain always lias taken an advance stand 
in the principles of neutrality, so that 
it was with great interest that the 
news was received here of the terms 
of the neutrality proclamation issued 
in London. On the whole the officials 
are disposed to take the view that a 
strict adheranee by Great Britain to 
these rules will be rather more advan- 
tageous to the United States than to 
Spain, particularly as we are now 
operating in the naval sense, close to 
our own base of supplies, and in all 
probability soou will cut Spain off 
from the two bases that she now has 
in the neighborhood of Cuba. 

The Seizure of Prizes. 

The president issued a proclamation 
during the day laying down rules as to 
the seizure of prizes, and the result, it 
is believed, will be the release of some 
of the ships already captured, though 
it will be for the prize courts to de- 
termine in each case whether the con- 
ditions under which the ship was cap- 
tured are such to warrant release. 
The impression prevails that the Buena 
Ventura, the first on the list of prizes, 
will be declared no prize. The ease of 
the Panama, whose seizure was re- 
ported Tuesday, is more complicated, 
owing to the fact that while 
otherwise exempt the ship was re- 
ported to have contained supplies for 
the Spanish army in Cuba which are 
contraband. 

However, it may be said that while 
the settlement of these questions will 
be left to the courts, the administra- 
tion believes the greatest liberality 
should be shown in the application of 
the laws where a vessel is not contra- 
band or attempting to run the block- 
ade. That is shown in the liberal 
terms of the proclamation itself, b 3 r 
which the prize courts must be guided. 

In Regard to Privateering. 

It is noticed also that the administra- 
tion has not been deterred by any 
criticism in congress from again form- 
ally pledging itself to the nations of 
the world to refrain from privateering 
and abide by the declaration of Paris 
of 1856. 

Our Consuls Safely Out or Spain. 

So far as is known all the United 
States consuls have made tneir way 
safely out of Spain. Consul Fay at 
Dania has reported to the department 
from Lisbon, Consul Bowen at Barce- 
lona from Paris and Consul Carroll at 
Cadiz and Consul Bartelam at Malaga 
from Gibraltar. The department has 
assured itself that the others are safe. 

Sherman Finally Retired. 

Secretary Sherman retired finally 
Tuesday from the position of secre- 
tary of state and his successor was 
confirmed in the person of Judge Day. 
John Bassett Moore undoubtedly will 
be confirmed Wednesday in Judge 
Day s place. 

Army Reorganization BilL "a 

The army reorganization bill became 
a law Tuesday and the war department 
officials have begun to devise the best 
means of carrying out the purposes of 
the act which will result in an increase 
of the regular army to more than 00,- 
000 men. 

Organizing the Volunteers. 

In the war department preparations 
went on with ceaseless energy for the 
organization of the voulunteer army. 
All the officers were detailed who are 
to be sent to the various states and 
territories to muster the guardsmen 
into the service of the United States. 

The plans for the full organization 
of the army were also perfected. To 
provide officers for the regular army 
and volunteers, Secretary Alger or- 
dered the assignment to duty of all the 
cadets at the West Point military 
academy who would in the ordinary 
course of events have graduated in 
June. 

More Volunteers Than Needed. 

At the close of office hours Tuesday 
Adjt. Gen. Corbin had received dis- 
patches from the governors of nearly 
every state and territory in re- 
sponse to Secretary Alger's call 
for information as to the troops 
the states and territories will be 
expected to furnish under the 
president’s call for 125.000 men. The 
tenor of these replies shows there is 
no mistaking the patriotism of the 
people of this country in the present 
emergency. On every hand there was 
expressed a willingness to come to the 
government's aid and the offers were 
in excess of the present demands. 

Spanish and Cuban Mail Stopped. 

New \ ork, April 27. —The exchange 
of mails between this country and 
Spain and all Spanish colonies lia: 
been stopped. Postmaster Van Cott 
received an order from Washingtoi 
Tuesday to hold all Spanish mail. 
Since all mail from the United States 
for Spain passes through this office, 
the order stops all Spanish mail. 
Mails to Cuba are likewise stopped by 
the order. 

Rovolution in Porto Rico Possible. 

New Haven, Ct., April 27.— Capt 
McLean, of the schooner Omega, 
which arrived from Ponce, Porto Rico, 
saj's the people of Porto Rico are ap- 
pealing to the United States for arms 
and ammunition with a view to rising 
against the Spaniards. The declara- 
tion of war Capt McLean thinks, will 
precipitate a revoluion. 



Endangered by a Terrific Storm on the 
North Carolina and Virginia Coasts. 

Norfolk, Va., April 28. — A terrific 
storm is raging on the Virginia and 
North Carolina coasts- Wednesday 
morning. The wind is blowing 60 
miles an hour from the northeast and 
many vessels are in danger of being 
wrecked. Capt Ferry, of the British 
steamship Castledale, from Tampa, re- 
ports passing- a derelict bark named 
Cadiy completely stripped and her long 
boat' lying on the deck. The fate of 
the crew is unknown. A big. three- 
masted schooner, with part of her 
masts gone and rails smashed in, is 
signaling for help at Chickamicoraico 
life saving station and she will surely 
be driven ashore. 

The cruiser Montgomery and trans- 
port Panther, which left here Tuesday 
for Key West, were also in danger, hut 
it is known that they rounded Cape 
Hatteras before they encountered the 
storm. Nothing has been heard of 
them, but it is believed they are safe. 
The storm did considerable damage in 
Norfolk and vicinity.

SECRETARY ALGER 



Favors the Recruiting cf Several Regi- 
ments of Yellow Fever Immunes for 



Service in Cuba. 



Washington, April 28. — The secre- 
tary of war is strongly in favor of 
amendment of the existing volunteer 
law that will permit recruiting at least 
half a dozen special regiments of yel- 
low fever immunes for services in 
Cuba. One such regiment lias already 
been recruited in Louisiana, and Sena- 
tor Caffery, Wednesday, presented 
a letter at the war department 
from the son of Gen. Hood, by whom 
the regiment was organized tendering 
its services to the government Under 
the existing law there can be only 
three extra regiments recruited. One 
of these is already appropriated to Dr. 
Wood and ex-Seeretary Roosevelt for 
his cowboys, who are already being 
designated in the department as “Ted- 
dy's Terrors.” Great pressure is being 
brought to bear from various quarters 
to secure the other two regiments. 

The secretary of war, it is under- 
stood, holds that the practical value of 
immune regiments is greater than ti e 
sentimental and political claims of 
various applicants for regimental 
honor. He wants 6,000 immunes pro- 
vided for and asked Senator Caffrev if 
they could be raised in the gulf states. 
The senator replied that he could real- 
ize 20,000 volunteers in New Orleans 
alone, as practically all the natives 
had had the fever and all would volun- 
teer.

weeks. One of the first effects of this, 
it is said, would be to give the Cubans 
an official status at Washington, in- 
stead of their present unofficial status. 
The conferences now held with Gen. 
Miles and other officials are being pro- 
ductive of important results, and \’et 
they are necessaril 3 ’ unofficial in char- 
acter, owing to the unrecognized 
status of the Cubans. Now, however, 
that Gomez and Garcia are being rec- 
ognized as material factors in the con- 
test, and are being treated with by 
the war department, the desir- 
ability of their recognition. at 
least as belligerents, is being 
urged as warranting formal rec- 
ognition. It is said the co-operation 
alread 3 r established is in itself a rec- 
ognition of the de facto existence of 
the Cuban army and of belligerency, 
and that the de jure recognition should 
follow. While these hopes are renewed 
in Cuban circles, it can not be learned 
that the administration has modified 
its attitude against recognition of luv 
character. 

In the event of Cuban recognition it 
is probable that President Palma, of 
the Cuban Junta, would be the first 
minister accredited from Cuba, with 
Senor Quesada as charge d'affaires at 
AN ashington, and Senor Albertini as 
first secretary.

Of the Insurgent Army One of the Fir>t 
Thing* to Be Done — Cuban Leaders Con- 
fer With Gen. Miles. 

Washington. April 28. — Another 
conference has been held between Gen. 
Miles, commanding the United States 
forces, and representatives of the 
Cuban civil and military authorities. 
The latter included Senor Quesada, 
charge d'affaires of the Cuban lega- 
tion, Brig. Gen. Nunez, and Lieut. 
Artiago, of the Cuban arm 3 7 . Lieut. 
Artiago has seen 17 months' service in 
the field, and Gen. Nunez has an inti- 
mate knowledge of all the ports of 
Cuba, having directed the movements 
of all filibustering parties. The con- 
ference brought about a full discussion 
of the plans of co-operation between 
the United States and Cuban forces. 
The details of this eo-operation are 
guarded with the strictest secrecy. 

The exploit of Lieut. Rowan in land- 
ing near Santiago lias been known for 
several da 3 ’s to both the United States 
and Cuban authorities, as they eo-op- 
erated in executing this move. The 
Cuban authorities here furnished the 
guides and necessary papers to see 
Lieut. Rowan through the Cuban lines. 
It is in execution of plans for a landing 
at Santiago and Sagua, points on the 
Cuban coast, one north and one south, 
respective^’, with a view to effecting 
junctures with both Gen. Gomez anti 
Gen. Garcia. Now that Lieut. Rowan 
is on his way to effect a juncture from 
Santiago, it is not improbable that an- 
other juncture will be made by way of 
Sagua. The first purpose of these 
movements, it is understood, is to 
bring about a full equipment of 
the insurgent forces, rather than 
to secure a joint movement be- 
tween them and the United States 
troops. It is said that Gareia 
and Gomez together can muster 35,000 
men, and that they will be able to 
make a strong forward movement on 
Havana as soon as they have arms.

Spanish Auxiliary Vessel Towed Into 
Key West, Fla., by the Mangrove. 



She Is the Steamer Panama, From New 

York, and Belongs to the Spanish 
Trans-Atlantic Line — A 
Good Prize. 

Key West, Fla., April 27. — The Man- 
grove Tuesday morning brought in 
the steamer Panama, from New York, 
she was captured Monday night by the 
Indiana. The Panama showed no 
lights and was running under a full 
head of steam w hen sighted. At one 
ihot from the Indiana she hove to. One 
passenger tried to jump overboard 
vvhen he realized what had happened, 
but was restrained. A prize crew of 
ten marines, under Ensign Maleomer, 
of the Indiana, and Ensign Dayton, of 
the Mangrove, were placed aboard. 

The Panama left New York last 
Tuesday with 50 Spanish refugees, 
from New York and a full cargo of 
supplies for Havana. Her officers hoped 
to make the run before war broke out. 
The Panama belongs to the Spanish 
Trans- Atlantic line. 

When the Mangrove sighted the 
Spaniard she ran up to her and fired a 
shot across her bows. The liner did 
not take the hint and a second shot 
was fired, after which the Panama 
slowed down a little. 

A third shot was fired across tlio 
bows of the Panama at a 100 yards and 
the deck officer of the Spanish vessel 
was hailed and notified that if he did 
not heave to a shot would be sent 
through his vessel. This notification 
caused the Panama to be brought to. 

Ensign Dayton boarded the Spanish 
steamer and took possession of her. 
The battle ship Indiana then steamed 
up and Commander Everett notified 
Capt. Taylor, of the Indiana, that he 
had captured the Panama and borrow- 
ed a prize crew from the battle ship, 
consisting of Cadet Maleomer and 15 
marines. 

The Mangrove was then ordered to 
report to the flagship, and Rr. Adm. 
Sampson told Commander Everett to 
take his prize into Key West. 

The Panama is understood to have 
*59 passengers on board. As she round- 
ed to after the little Mangrove cap- 
tured her. the latter, knowing the 
Panama was an auxiliary cruiser, ex- 
pected to be fired upon. It is not yet 
known whether the Panama had guns 
on board. 

The Panama carries a valuable cargo 
of general merchandise, including a 
large quantity of corn. Much of it 
was meant to provision the Spaniards 
in Cuba and the cargo, with the ship 
itself undoubtedly makes the richest 
prize thus far taken. Under the regu- 
lations, however, the battle ship Indi- 
ana will share in the prize money, as 
die was in sight when the capture was 
nade. 

Gladstone’* Condition. 

London. April 27. — Mr. Gladstone, it

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NINE SPANISH VESSELS 

Captared by the United States Naval Forges 
Since War Was Begun. 

New York, April 26. — Since the war 
with Spain was begun the United 
States naval forces have established a 
strict blockade of Cuban ports and 
have captured nine Spanish vessels. 
The prizes are the steamers Buena 
Ventura, Pedro, Miguel Jover, Cata- 
lina and Saturnina, and the schooners 
Mathilde. Candidia and Antonio. 

All these vessels have been or will 
be taken to Key West except the Sat- 
urnina, which was seized at Ship is- 
land. The Spanish steamers Panama, 
from New York, and Alphonse 
XII, from Spain, both bound 
for Cuba, are likely to be captured 
by American warships within a few 
days. Spain has made no seizures of 
American vessels, so far as known. 
From the beginning of the war, the 
only movement of the Spanish navy 
that has been reported is the departure 
of the torpedo boat destroyer Audaz. 
from Queenstown for Spain, her de- 
parture being compelled by the Eng- 
lish neutrality proclamation. For the 
same reason the United States Asiatic 
squadron has begun to leave Hong 
Kong. The North Atlantic squadron 
is enforcing the blockade of Cuba and 
the Flying squadron remains in Hamp- 
ton Roads, except the Minneapolis and 
Columbia, which have gone to sea on a 
mission known only to naval authori- 
ties. The cruisers San Francisco and 
New Orleans are at the Brooklyn navy 
yard and may sail Tuesday to join the 
Flying squadron. Every day adds sev- 
eral vessels to the auxiliary fleet. The 
battle ship Oregon and the gunboat 
Marietta are coming up along the east 
coast of South America, and will prob- 
ably touch at llio Janeiro in a few 
days.

Span- 
ish vessels bound for the United States, 
which sailed prior to April 21, are ex- 
empt from capture and allowed to dis- 
charge cargo.

Santa Cruz, Cal., April 27. — Three 
explosions about 5:15 Tuesday after- 
noon at the California Powder works 
caused a greater loss of life than auv 
of the previous accidents in the history 
of these works. The wildest rumors 
are prevalent regarding the number of 
killed and injured, the exact number 
of which can not be ascertained at 
present. It is known that seven were 
killed and four seriously injured. 

Alfonso XIII. Safe at San Joan. 

New York, April 27. — A dispatch to 
the Herald from St. Thomas, D. W. I., 
says: “The Spanish steamer Alfonso 
XIII., which stopped at this port on 
April 14, to find out the condition of 
affairs I>efore leaving for Havana and 
Porto Rico, and which proceeded ori to 
her destination on same date, arrived 
safely at San Juan, Porto Rico.

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REGULAR ARMY. 

The Troops Being Organized Into an Army 
Corps — W <li Be Two Divisions of Cavalry, 
Two of Infantry of Four Regiments Each, 
aad Ten Batteries of Artillery. 

Chickamauga National Park, Ga., 
April 26. — Organization of the troops 
of the United States regular army at 
Chickamauga into an army corps has 
practicably been decided upon. No 
general order has been issued to this 
effect, nor will such an order be issued 
until such time as the various regi- 
ments of infantry and the artillery 
now on their way to the park are ac- 
tually encamped here. The corps will 
be made up of two divisions of cavalry, 
of three regiments each; a 
general order for the formation 
of which was issued Saturday by 
Maj. Gen. Brooke, two divisions of in- 
fantry of four regiments each and ten 
batteries of artillery, to be formed in- 
to a regiment. It is quite probable 
that other regiments which have been 
telegraphed for, but which have not 
yet been heard from, will arrive here 
within the next day or two, possibly 
enough to form another disvision. As 
it stands now the eavalry division is as 
follows: 

Col. A. K. Arnold, First cavalry, 
commanding. First Brigade — Com- 

posed of the First cavalry. Second cav- 
alry and Tenth cavalry. Second Bri- 
gade — Col. S. S. Sumner, commanding, 
composed of the Third cavalry. Sixth 
cavalry and Ninth cavalry. 

All the infantry regiments which 
will be embraced in the First brigade 
of infantry, are already on the ground 
and in camp. This brigade will be 
made up of the Seventh, Eighth, 
Twelfth and Twenty-fifth infantry 
regimen ts and will be placed in com- 
mand oi'Col. Andrew Burt, of theTwen- 
t;*-fift.h (colored), a veteran of the 
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just purchased from Brazil, is still at 
Rio Janeiro. The newly purchased 
cruiser Topeka is at sea on the way 
from Portsmouth to New York, and 
the torpedo boat Somers is still at 
Portsmouth, but ready for sea. The 
steamer Paris, for whose safety no 
alarm is now felt, will arrive at New 
York before the middle of the week.

WAR DECLARED 

Against the Kingdom of Spain— Seereraty 
of State Sherman Resign* and Judge Da] 
i* Appointed In His Stead. 

Washington, April 26. — The presi 
dent Monday sent a message to tht 
congress recommending a declaration 
of war against Spain. The message 
recommends the adoption “of a joint 
resolution declaring that a state ol 
war exists between the United State* 
of America and the kingdom of Spain, 
and I urge speedy action thereon tc 
the end that the definition of the inter 
national status of the United States- as 
a belligerent power may be made 
known, and the assertion of all it; 
rights and the maintenance of all its 
duties in the conduct of a publie war 
may be assured.’’ 

The house in one hour and forty 
minutes after the foreign relation? 
committee reported it passed the fol* 
lowing bill: 

A bill declaring that war exists be- 
tween the United States of America 
and the kingdom of Spain. 

Be it enacted, etc., 

1. That war be and the same it 
hereby declared to exist, and that war 
has existed since the 21 day* of April. 
A. D., 1898, including said day. betweeE 
the United States of America and the 
kingdom of Spain. 

2. That the president of the United 
States be, and he hereby is directed 
and empowered to use the entire land 
and naval forces of the United States 
and to call into the actual service ol 
the United States the militia of the 
several states, to such extent as may 
be necessary to carry this act into ef- 
fect. 

Another resignation from the cab- 
inet occurred Mouday. when the ven- 
erable secretary* of state, Mr. John 
Sherman, handed his resignation of 
the premiership to the president. This 
takes effect at as early a day* as may be 
convenient to the president, and with 
it Mr. Sherman retires from public 
life after a service of over 40 years, 
embracing the house of representa- 
tives, the United States senate, the 
secretary-ship of the treasury and the 
secretaryship of state. The reason for 
the resignation is the condition of ti e 
secretary’s health, which is now im- 
paired as the result of years of devo- 
tion to the public service and the ardu- 
ous labors of a lifetime, added to age, 
the venerable secretary being now 
within a few days of 75 years of age. 

The secretary’s resignation was ten- 
dered in a simple note tendering tc 
he president the portfolio entrusted 
to him noon the inauguration of Presv 
dent McKinley and asking that it take 
effect from the close of Monday. The 
secretary was seen by a reporter be- 
fore he went to the cabinet meeting, 
but declined to make any* statement 
beyond saying to the reporter that he 
was carrying with him his resignation 
and that h- might have something to 
say later in the day. 

Judge Day has accepted the appoint- 
ment of secretary of state, vice John 
Sherman, resigned, and John I>. Moore, 
of New York, lias been appointed to 
the office of assistant secretary of 
state, vacated by Judge Day*. 

An amendment has been adoptejl to 
the naval bill appropriating SS,SS0,00(! 
to enable the secretary of the navy tt 
en.ist men for the navy during the ex- 
isting war. 

The nav>i appropriation bill ha; 
passed the senate. 

Senator Hawley then called up the 
array- reorganization bill and it was 
passed. 

The senate went into secret session 
Monday on receiving the house declara- 
tion of war bill. Mr. Davis moved tc 
take up the house war bill and then tc 
amend the house bill by adding a few 
words which the senate committee had 
agreed upon. The effect of the amend- 
ment, if adopted, will be to compel the 
house again to act on it. 

Senators Morgan and Turpie agreed 
to the report of the house war declar- 
ation by the foreign relations commit- 
tee, but they reserve the right tc 
amend in ti c senate.

Vint Regular Session. 

Washington. April 22 . — Senate— The most 
important act of the day was the passage of 
the army organization bill, which was passed 
by the house Wednesday, and which is now 
anxiously awaited by the president. The sen- 
ate committee made several amendments in 
the measure, the most important of which is 
to reduce the term of enlistment from 
three to one year and to ippoint two 
assistant surgeons for each regiment in 
place of one. The other amendments are 
unimportant in character, and the bill, 
which is designed to temporarily increase 
the military establishment in time of war. was 
after considerable useless discussion and 
waste of time sent back to the house for con- 
currence in the amendments made by the sen- 
ate. After these amendments have been 
agreed to Friday morning the bill will be hur- 
ried to the white house for the approval of the 
president, so that upon the authority of the 
measure thus laid before him he can issue his 
call for volunteers. 

House- Representative Hull, of Iowa, chair- 
man of the house committee on military af- 
fairs. reported back to the house Thursday the 
army reorganizat ion bill with a number of 
amendments. It gives 84 instead of 100 pri- 
vates to each infantry company, and makes 
this important proviso authorizing the call for 
troops: "Provided. That in the event of a call 
by the president for either volunteers or the 
militia of the country, the president is au- 
thorized to accept the quotas of troops of the 
various states and territories, iucluding tho 
District of Columbia, as organized under the 
laws of the states and territories, including 
( :he District of Columbia. There is also a pro- 
vision that nothing in the act is to be construed 
:o authorize a permanent increase of the com- 
missioned or enlisted force of the regular army 
oeyond that now provided by present law. ex- 
:ept as to the increase of 25 majors. 

Washington. April 26 .— Senate— War and 
war measures were the only topics discussed 
ay the senate Monday during more than four 
lours of the session. The body had scarcely 
•onvened when the message of the president 
arging congress to declare the existence of war 
between the United States and Spain was laid 
before it. Without comment the message was 
referred to the foreign relations committee. A 
bouse resolution declaring war between the 
United States and Spain was sent in. After 
ieveral amendments were defeated the bill was 
passed. Consideration of the navil appropria- 
tion bill was then resumed, the pending ques 
lion being upon the amendment offered by Mr. 
Butler (X. C.) to regulate the price of armor. 
Amendments authorizing the secretary of the 
l avy to enlist at any time after the pas- 
lage of the act as many seamen, lands- < 
men and boys as he may deem necessary 
to man the ships of the navy or for the use of 
the navy as a temporary force and appropriat- 
ing W. 830. 000 for that purpose, providing that 
hereafter all first class battle ships and mon- 
itors shall be named after the various states, 
were agreed to and the bill passed. The army 
teorganization bill was then taken up and 
t assed. 

House— The house Monday passed the bill 
declaring the existence of a state of war be- 
tween the United States and kingdom of Spain 
in a manner which oau not fail to impress the 
world. The representatives of 70.000.000 people 
voted for it without a woixl of debate, without 
a dissenting vote and without a roll 
call, but with a solemn appreciation 
of the gravity of their momentous action. The 
speaker signed it at 4:49. The remainder of 
the day was devoted to the election case of 
Wise vs. Young from, the Second Virginia 
district. The house declined to agree to the 
senate amendments to the army re-organiza- 
tion bill and it was sent to conference, 

Washington. April 27.— Senate— During 
the two hours' session of the senate Tuesday 
the conference report on the army reorganiza- 
tion bill was agreed to andithe measure en- 
grossed and signed. The remainder of the 
session was devoted to the passage of 74 pri- 
vate pension bills and numerous inea-ure.i 
from the general calendar. Bills were passed 
as follows: To amend an act granting to 
the Arkansas, Texas and Mexican Central 
Railway Co. a right of way through 
the Indian territory: to enable the 

officers, warrant officers, petty officers and 
marines of the United States navy who may 
distinguish themselves in action to receive 
medals of honor, rosea ttes and ribbons: in 
reference to the civil service and appointments 
thereunder affording additional advantages to 
honorably discharged soldiers; to amend the 
navigation laws .elating to the licensing of 
officers of steam vessels: to place on the retir 'd 
list of the army as sergeants four survivors 
of the Franklin Arctic expedition. 

House -The war revenu"* bill was reported 
to the house Tuesday and by an arrangement 
made the debate will begin Wednesday and 
continue at night sessions until Friday. At 4 
o'clock on that day the vote will be taken.

MISSION OF “DON QUIXOTE. ” 

Tlie Author Declared It W as W ritten 
to Itldicnlc \)»Htird Stories 
of Chivalry. 

The object, of Cervantes in writing 
‘ Don Quixote” was, a-s he himself de- 
clared. to render abhorred of men the 
false and absurd stories contained in 
the books of chivalry. The fanaticism 
caused by these romances was so great 
in Spain during the sixteenth centurv 
that the burning of all extant copie? 
was earnestly requested by the corles 
(or legislature of the realm). To de- 
stroy a passion that had taken such 
deep root among all classes, to break 
up the only reading which at that time 
was fashionable and popular, was a 
bold undertaking, yet one in which 
Cervantes succeeded. 

No books of chivalry were written 
after the appearance of “Don Quixote,” 
and from that time those in existence 
have been steadily disappearing, until 
now they are among the rarest of lit- 
erary curiosities. This romance, which 
Cervantes threw so carelessly from his 
pen. and which he only regarded as 
an effort to break up the absurd fan- 
cies about chivalry, has now therefore 
become the oldest specimen of romantic 
fiction and one of the most remarkable 
monuments to genius. 

Ten years after its appearance its 
author published the second part ot 
“Don Quixote.” which is even better 
than the first. It was written in his 
old age, when in prison, and finished 
when he felt tin* hand of death press- 
ing cold and heavy upon him. — London 
Mail.

TWENTIETH CENTURY. 

A.cco*Uin*r to Thin Anfhortfv It Com- 
mences on the First Day ot 
Jftnunry, lDOl. 

When you see two men seated in a 
club or in a hotel cafe shaking their 
fists in each other’s faces and cavorting 
in the mazes of a. hot argument, don’t be 
too sure that they are discussing poli- 
ties or religion, for the chances are that 
they are only trying to decide when the 
twentieth century begins. 

The question and the problem of nam- 
ing ’the colloge classes which wilt be 
graduated in 1900 have now been added 
to the “woes that shake mankind.” As 
to when the twentieth century begins, 

B little calm reflection will show that it 
begins on January 1, 1901. 

The Christian era began on January 
1, the fourth year of the one hundred 
and ninety-fourth Olympiad, the seven 
hundred find fifty-third from the foun- 
dation of Borne and the four hundred 
and seventy-fourth of the Julian period. 

Now, J00 years from that primal 1st 
of January would not l*e rounded out 
until January 1 of the year 101. 

In other words, as the second century 
did not begin until January 1. 1 01, so 
the twentieth century will not begin 
until January 1, 1901. The Christian 
era did not begin with the year 0, but 
with the year 1, on the 1st day of Jan- 
uary in the one hundred and ninety- 
fourth Olympiad. 

The parties of the second part, those 
who argue with many quirks and turns 
of reasoning, say that it. is the twen- 
tieth century as soon as they date their 
letters 1900; that 1900 is the starting 
point of a new century, and that every- 
thing that takes plaee after the 1st of 
January. 1900, is in the twentieth cen- 
tury. But by so doing they do not look 
beneath the surface of things and elim- 
inate that very important factor in 
chronology, the year 1. 

You cannot be really and truly “fin 
de siecle” until just before the horns 
wake the echoes of the night in lower 
Broadway and the chimes of Trinity, 
ringing out over the noisy crowd and 
silent graves, proclaim that it is Janu- 
ary 1, 1901. 

Those changes in chronology which 
have taken place in the Christian * r:« 
have nothing to do with the case. The 
world is now committed to the (Jre- 
gorian calendar and the beginning of 
the year is irrevocably fixed for the 1st 
of January. Theoretically the era is 
supposed to date from the birfh of 
Christ, though, owing to some unetr- 
tainty as to the exact date of TT is birth, 
as some say. or more probably for the 
purpose of satisfactorily dividing the 
years, as others claim, the date has 
been arbitrarily fixed for January 1. 

It will be noticed that, although he 
was pope of Borne who instituted the 
present calendar, there is a difference 
between the civil and ecclesiastical 
year, and that Christinas comes a week 
before New Year’s day. But these 
things do not affect the fact that- the 
twentieth century, that unknown cycle 
in whjch the majority of people now 
living will be i^alled upon to play a 
part, begins on January 1, 1901. 

The world is too much filled with the 
wonder and the glory of the nineteenth 
century for men to be in a lrurry to be- 
gin a new one. Wait a year. you gentle- 
men of the January 1, 1900 persuasion, 
the twentieth century will be upon you 
soon enough. — N. Y. Press. 

PEPPER IN OLD TIMES. 

It Mas In Marly Timen llio .Mont 
Esteemed ami Valuable «f 
All the Spieea. 

Dr. Adolph Miller, of Philadelphia, 
president- of the Pennsylvania Myco- 
logical club, in a dissertation on the 
pepper plant, says that during the mid- 
dle ages in Europe pepper was the most 
esteemed and important of all the 
spices, ilenoa. Venice and other com- 
mercial cities of Central Europe were 
indebted to their traffic In pepper for 
a large part of their wealth. Its impor- 
tance as a means of promoting com- 
mercial activity and civilization during i 
the middle ages can hardly be over- 
rated. Tribute was levied in pepper, 
and donations were made in this? spice, 
which was frequently also used as a 
medium of exchange in place of money. 
When the imperial city of Borne was 
besieged by Alarie, the king of the 
Botlis, in 40S A. D., the ransom demand- 
ed included 5,000 pounds of gold, 30.- 
000 pounds of silver, and 3,000 pounds 
of pepper, illustrating the importance 
of this spice at that time. 

So-called pepper rents, common dur- 
ing the middle ages, consisted in an ob- 
ligation imposed upon a tenant to sup- 
ply his landlord with a pound of pep- 
per at stated times, showing how ac- 
ceptable was this -favorite condiment 
and how great was the desire of the 
wealthier classes to secure a regular 
supply of it. Spice dealers were known 
is piperarii; in English, pepperers, and 
in French, poivriers. As a fraternity, 
or -guild, they existed in London in the 
reign of Henry II. (1154-1189). They 
were subsequently incorporated into 
the Grocers’ company, and had theeon- 
tro* of the trade in spices; drugs, dye 
stuffs and metals. 

The price of pepper during the mid- 
lie ages was always exorbitantly high, 
as the rulers of Egypt extorted a large 
revenue from all who were engaged in 
the spice trade. The high cost of t b.i s 
important condiment incited the Portu- 
guese to seek for a sea passage to In- 
iin. Some time after this discovery (A. 
I). 1498) there was n considerable fall 
in the price of pepper. — X. Y. Sun.

pool which bordered on the meadow, 
and carried the night soil on handbar- 
rows to each hill, manuring very liber- 
ally. As the season advanced the vines 
started off almost on the run, for with 
the nitrogen in the ni£ht soil added to 
the nitrogen of the rich meadow they 
had a mighty dose of it. The rank vines, 
with the ends of their runners lifted 
into the air, and their tips bent just un- 
der, looked for all the world like a tan- 
gle of green serpents straining to free 
themselves. The crop was a large one, 
of large llubbard squashes, of a pe- 
culiar rich, light green color. With the 
exception of a few which grew along 
the borders of a ditch which ran 
through the meadow, that were more 
or less eaten by muskrats, the crop was 
safely housed before the first frost. The 
final result was anything but satisfac- 
tory, for the quality of the squash proved 
to be quite inferior; they were rather 
punky in their structure and soggy in 
their make up, both of which character- 
istics helped them on to an early and 
rapid decay. The two lessons I learned 
from that experiment were, first, tokeep 
squashes off muck unless it had first 
been heavily treated tosand or gritty soil, 
a hundred loads to the acre, to supply 
the silica which is wanting in all mere- 
ly vegetable deposit; second, to use min- 
eral manures, such as unbleached wood 
ashes and dissolved bone, rather than 
! those strong in nitrogen on a soil that 
i is already rich in that element. — James 
J. H. Gregory, in Prairie Farmer.

It makes a great difference in the price 
of butter that is not packed in first- 
class and thoroughly seasoned tubs or 
those raw and fresh. Tubs may look all 
right on shipment, but after the butter 
has been in transit to market, the de- 
fects become apparent and the goods 
are reported as off, affecting top quo- 
tations. Butter-makers should exer- 
cise the greatest care in such matters, 
and if possible make such concerns 
sign a contract to make good any losses 
sustained through want of properly 
seasoned tubs. There is no excuse for 
it any more than there is for any other 
kind of fraud. — rrairie Farmer. 



ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 



Plant out plenty of small fruits. 

To grow large onions from seeds sow 
very earl}. 

Fine, well-rotted manure used as top 
dressing will help make the garden 
grow. 

One of the best preventives of mil- 
dew on plants is powdered lime dusted 
ami them. 

Commence the cultivation in the gar- 
den as soon as possible after the plant- 
ing is done. 

Growth in the garden may be stim- 
ulated by early, thorough and contin- 
ued cultivation. 

Allow no fruit to grow on strawberry 
plants the first season. Pick off all 
buds and blossoms. 

Of the different kinds of fruit goose- 
berries will give the best yields of any 
when no care is given. 

Pull up any weeds that may have 
started in the strawberry bed, but do 
not disturb the mulch. 

Do not let the plants in the seed bed 
grow too thickly or they will grow tall 
and spindling and be weak. 

One advantage wit4t spring setting 
out of strawberry plants is that it is the 
surest vi ay of securing a good stand. 

Plan* a circle of cardboard two or 
three inches high around the tomato 
plants when set out, to protect them 
against cutworms. 

X*lant grapes where the vines may 
be exposed tc the rays of the sun all 
day. This is better than shade.— -St. 
Louis Republic. 



air settles, it goes all down through the 
cx-ate uniformly. The berries in these 
crates seem to arrive in fine condition. 
The construction is pretty well shown 
in the illustration. This orate meas- 
ured, outside measure, about two feet 
two inches by two feet six inches by 
two feet seven inches. It held four 
lay ers of quart baskets, 1G in each lay- 
er — G4 in all. As shown, a drain pipe 
extends from the bottom of the crate 
up nearly to the bottom of the pan, 
and a spout from the latter drains off 
the water from the melting ice. The 
ice-pan can be lifted out t-o get at the 
berries. There is a ventilator through 
the middle of the crate, as shown. The 
whole is solidly built. Tlie eover is 
fastened on with bolts set stationary 
in the crate, projecting through the 
corners of the cover, and fastened w ith 
nuts. The latter cause a good deal of 
trouble to receivers, as they are sunken 
in the cover, and it is difficult to get at 
them with an ordinary wrench. Most 
of them hold five tiers — 80 quarts. The 
artist drew a G4-quart one. 



Poultry and Plum Tree*. 

Tt is a good plan to scatter trash, with 
a little oals and corn in it, among the 
plum trees, where the chickens can 
scratch at it early in the morning. A 
flock of chickens can destroy more de- 
structive insects than all the concoc- 
tions ever made. This scattering should 
commence two or three weeks before 
the trees are in bloom, and continue 
until the plums are as large as peas. 
Plum trees should always be planted in 
groups. For one thing, they fertilize 
each other, and the industry mentioned 
above cun he followed with ease. It is 
well know® that nature plants her 
plums in thickets. — E. B. Heaton, iu 
Farmers* Review. 



Numbering Country Homes.
